Farmers who are faced with 
a shortage of hay are advised to 
make every effort to build up feed re- 
serves for the coming winter, Those 
with haying equipment who would like 
to get in toucii with a farmer o1 
rancher who has more hay than he is 
likely to use are requested to get in 
contact with the department of agri- 
culture.

+CCOL DESSERTS FOR HOT DAYS 


Heat of August days seems to pile 
up in deep clouds enveloping every 
one. Unfortunately it is just at this 
time that there is canning to do, in 
addition to regular meals and the 
kitchen gets almost unbearably hot 
and humid, One answer to this prob- 
lem lies in coo] meals or foods that 
make one fee] cool. These may be 
crisp green salads, cold meats or 
chilled desserts. In addition to pro- 
ducing the effects of coolness at meal 
time many of these foods require 
little heat in preparation or may be 
made at a time when the stove is on 
and then kept a day or so before serv- 
ing, thus eliminating the necessity 
for an overheated kitchen every day. 

The home exonomist suggest the 
following coo] dessert for hot August 
days: Delmonico Pudding: 

4 tablespoons cornstarch. 

Quarter cup sugar, 

Quarter teaspon salt, 

Half cup cold milk. 

Two and a half cups hot milk 

One teaspon vanilla. 

Half cup jam or jelly. 

2 egg whites. 

4 tablespoons fine sugar. 

Mix cornstarch, sugar and salt and 
blend with cold milk. Add slowly to 
hot milk in top of double boiler and 
st ir constantly until mixture thickens, 
cook 20 to 80 minutes, stiring oc- 
vasionally, Remove from heat, udd 
vanilla and pour into a baking dish. 
Spread with jam or jelly and cover 
with meringue made from the two 
egs whites and 4 tablespoons fine 
sugar. Place dish in a pan of hot 
water and over-poach in a moderate 
oven until meringue is brown. Yield 
six servings.

‘An English Journey

The best way to see England is 
from the top of a double deck bus. 
There are few places in England that 
are not reached by some bus line and 
most of them are double deckers, 

The motion on the upper deck of 
one of these buses is something like 
tha experienced in riding on a camel 
but it is worth it. There are a sur- 
prising number of high hedges, stone 
or brick walls lining the sides of the 
toads, but the passenger on the upper 
deck of a bus can look over most of 
the hedges and walls and see the 
beautiful gardens back of them. It is 
a pity that so many beautiful spots 
are hidden behind these walls, 

There are in some places, especially 
in the larger centres, not only flor- 
ists in stores, but push carts loaded 
with cut flowers, and also corner 
flower sellers. One would think there 
would be no market for flowers with 
fo many at every home, 

Then there are ever green shrubs, 
many, of them cut and trained into 
fantastic shapes and designs, Most 
of these evergreens are of a darker 
hue and bushier than those in Uan- 
ada. Many of them are yews, the. 
English variety being an evergreen ot 
very slow growth, but living to a 
great age, 300 or 400 year old trees 
heing common. They can he clipped 
into all kinds of designs. With such 
a widespread mass of lowe. gardens it 
is no wonder that there eve numerous 
songbirds adding to the glories of the 
countrysid2, Their songs fill the air, 

The buses do not travel fast and 
every little hamlet is interesting and 
beautiful, and has some ancient land- 
mark worth seeing and visiting. 

In the smaller places there are 
many thatched roofs on the old 
houses and barns. They. are most 
pictuersque. A good roof is about 
18 inches thick, is perfectly water 
proo’, lasts from 15 to 20 years, and 
makes a building cool in summer and 
warm in winter, 

[The only drawback to these roofs 
is that they _ harbor rats and imice 
who find the straw’to their liking. 

A visit to Blenheim castle is worth 


while since it is one of the largest 
and finest in England. Before the 
war 60 gardeners were employed 4}: 
the time.. The wall] around the 
grounds is twenty miles around. 
Most of these lange homes gave up 
part of the buildings for war work 


and at Blenheim there are stil] a num- } 
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her of atiacks built by the ministry 
of works that spoil the view of the 
castle, The castle which is the home 
of the Duke of Marlboorugh, covers 
three acres, and is set in grounds 
which cover 2,500 acres. 

The avenues and trees are said to 
have been set out to represent a plan 
of the battle of Blenheim with a tree 
for each soldier that fell. One avon- 
ue stretches for two miles from the 
palace. 

There are Italian gardens, flower 
gardens, rock gardens, ‘and , others 
making a gorgeous show place, 

The gardens of Hampton Court 
Palace may not be as fine and beaut- 
iful as before the war, but are beaut- 
iful today and must cover thousands 
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“on 
of acres. There are immense beds of 
tulips, and many other flowers. 
Hampton Court was built in the reign 
of Henry VIII by Cardinal Wolsey 
who had a house hold staff of 600 
and 280 richly furnished rooms were 
always prepared to receive guests.

Court over to Henry VIII who brought

An Encouraging Situation 

IN THE PAST IT HAS BEEN FOUND that the rate of employment 
is closely related to the general prosperity of the country, During the de- 
pression of the 1930's, unemployment was widespread and wage levels were 
extremely low. Both employment rates and wage levels rose to record 
heights during the war, but there was somé concern at that time as to 
whether these might fall again, when service personnel returned to civilian 
employment, and the great war plants were no longer operating. Events 
have shown, however, that there was no immediate cause for anxiety, since 
almost all industries have experienced labor shortages, and wage rates have 


increased in almost every type of employment. 
s s ? . s 


Recent figures, issued by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, show that the employment index now 


Employment Rate 
stands ebove that of any wartime year, al- 
Has Increased though during the war farms and factories 


were operating at their maximum capacities, and there were nearly 1,000,- 
000 men and womén in the armed forces. Recently an employment index 
was made, using figures obtained from Canada’s nine leading industries, 
and this index shows that, using figures for 1941 as a base of 100, the rate 
of employment is now 124.3, This is 3.7 points higher than the figure for 
1947, and 14.5 points above the level for 1946. The average weekly earn- 
ings in these industries have also risen considerably, having advanced to 
$39.37, as compared to $35.66 last year, and $32.53 in 1946. 


a Further figures compiled on present employment con- 
Living Costs ditions show that the total wages paid to Canadian 
H workers now stand at an index of 188.8, as compared 
Also Higher to 100 in 1941, During the past two years there has 
been an increase of 51.2 points in these figures. On March 1 of this year, 
it was estimated that 2,038,803 workers in Canada’s nine leading industries 
were receiving a total of $80,257,584 each week. There is, however, a less 
encouraging aspect of the situation, in the figures dealing with unplaced 
applicants for employment, which show that on March 15, those seeking 
employment numbered 184,000 which was 9,000 more than at the same time 
in 1947. By April 15 this figure had been reduced by 4,000, and it was ex- 
pected at that time that there would be a shortage of labor before the end 
of the summer, due in part at least, to the rising demand for farm help 
during the summer months. Although the rise in wage and employment 
Jevels is encouraging, the fact that living costs have advanced more rapidly 
than wages during the past year cannot be overlooked. However, records 
of the Labor Department have shown that industrial wages have risen 74 
per cent. since 1939, which is slightly more than the increase in the cost of 
living during that period.

(@ ky of the objectionable things 
about having a cistern for rain 
water is that not only does it get 
the raimwater but also a consider- 
able amount of dirt, grit, sticks and 
other material washed into it from 
the roof. This can be avoided by 
using a system like that shown here. 
This drawing illustrates a rain water 
filter consisting of two oil drums, 
both partly filled with filter material 
of sand, charcoal and pebbles, as 
shown, 

To operate a double barre) filter 
of this type, an automatically tip- 
ping bucket is used to divide the 
water from the down spout evenly 
between the two filter units, so they 
can take care of a rapid flow. The

pipe. This type of filter does very 
nicely for summer weather, but will 
freeze in winter time and become in- 
operative. 

Another method of providing fil- 
tration for cistern water is to build 
a double brick wall across the cis- 
tern, so as to divide it into two parts. 
These two brick walls should be 
placed 4 or 5 inches apart, this spacé 
being filled with sand, which is the 
filtering medium. Mortar is used only 
in the horizontal joints of these 
walls, the bricks being butted against 
each other in the vertical joints. 

This provides plenty of space for 
water to flow from one side of the 
cistern to the other. The down spout 
is led into one side of the wall, while 
the suction pipe from the pump 
draws the water from the other side 
of the wall. In this way all the 
water used has passed through this 
filtering sand.

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Rare Breed Of 
Cattle Reported 


TRENTON, N.J.—One of the rar- 
est breeds of cattle, the Canadian, 
can be found on a Basking Ridge 
Dairy Farm in Somerset county, the 
New Jersey Department of Agricul- 
ture reported. 

Owned by John Astor, the farm 
houses the first herd of Canadians 
in this state and third in the country. 

Hundreds of pure-bred animals are 
imported annually from Canada, but 
the true “Canadian” in .name ahd 
origin is smaller than the average 
black and white Holstein or fawn- 
colored Guernsey shipped to New 
Jersey from Canada, the department 
said, 

The Canadian breed is a hardy ani- 
mal, development of cattle imported 
from France early in Canada’s his- 
tory. It has many of the character- 
istics of the Jersey but does not pro- 
duce as much milk. 

Advantages that have proved its 
worth in some of the more rugged 
areas of Quebec province are that it 
can live and flourish on scant pasture 
and can withstand ccnditions too 
tough for most breeds. It is a com- 
bination herd, acceptable both as a 
dairy and beef producer. It is sel- 
dom seen in Canada outside Quebec. 


CONTINUE PRICE 
CEILINGS ON 
TINNED VEGETABLES 


OTTAWA. — The Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board announced that 
ceiling prices would be continued on 
canned tomatoes, tomato juice, peas, 
corn, green and wax beans, peaches, 
pears and plums. 5 

The maximum prices allowed can- 
ners are those fixed last November 
27 by the schedule to Order A-2459 
as amended by A-2461. These maxi- 
mum prices will also apply to these 
imported canned goods, except that 
canned peaches, pears and plums im- 
ported prior to July 19 will remain 
subject to mark-up control only. 

It is expected that with the re- 
moval of the sales tax on these items 
ceiling prices will be somewhat low-

— New uranium samples 
covered with yellow oxide and assay- 
ing five times better than those 
c iginally discovered in the Lac la 
Ronge racioactive field have made 
high grade ‘squeals’ on the Geiger 
counter, the Resources Department 
announces, 

Two new high grade showings 
have been found in the shearing 
along the fault, and “nothing can 
be found on record in the world” 
showing radioactive outcrops of 
equivalent size over such an exten- 
sive area, the announcement said. 

Further reports also indicate that 
the outcrops examined by Govern- 
ment geologists would aggregrate 
several millions of square feet in ex- 
tent. It is announced that several 
planes have already entered the ra- 
dioactive area at La Ronge, with 
prospectors arriving to stake terri- 
tory adjacent to the discovery reser- 
vation. It is said possible at present 
to locate mineral claims within a 
mile of some of the larger occur- 
rences.
